Men, or Popith Inſtitutions, as to keep Dayes of 
Feaſting, as many of you Proteffaxts do, therein be- 
ing one with the Ppiſts, as alloin Mirth, Folly, Va- 
. nity, Exceſs of Rioting, Eating and Drinking; and 
you have been Angry with many Sober People, be- 
cauſe they went not with you to the ſame Exceſs of 
Rioting, whereby more Diſhonour to God and Chriſt 
Jeſus hath come 1n a few Maſs Days, than many days 
beſides. T hope the Righteous God will manifeſt 
ſuch that cannot keep thoſe Days, nor go to that 
Exceſs of Riot with you that do, to be better Prote- 
flents , although we Diſſent from you and the 
Church of Rome therein, and in many other things, 
which ye follow, and are in praQtice of, which you 
have no expreſs warrant for from the Scripteres, 
where-ever you have it: . And the Pepiffs, or any 0- 


thers, Forcing People to their Religion by Fire and _ - 


Faggot, or other Cruel Torments, is Anti-chriftian - - 
Ws. Abominable, ir is a certain evidence, that theie 

Religion is yot Pure nor Undefiled before God, but 
ſtinks and is corrupted,and wopld Corrupt the Earth, 
for the Pure Religion, which is Uncorrupted and Un- 
defiled before Ged,. needs nothing' but the Grece, 
. Truth ang Power of God, and Drawings with the 
Cords of God's Love into it, to Force or bring to be of
